W nshington, Oct. 15.—The Riant dirigible Graf Zeppelin 
which for four days has battled through stormy weather over 
the Atlantic enroute from Germany to Lakehurst, New Jer­ 
sey, today arrived over Washington at 12:21 p. rn. 
The big craft was sighted from the East and approached 
the city over the Capitol building. 
The sky was overcast. 
The airship was traveling rapidly assisted by a tail-wind 
of 20 miles an hour. She loomed up in the East while thou­ 
sands of spectators from roofs of buildings were looking to 
the South for her. 
She appeared huge in the clouds as she 
traveled steadily toward the heart of the city. 
Over White House 
Changing h?r course to the West she headed right over 
I he city toward the White House. 
Her silver nose began to 
glisten as. the outline became more definite as she seemed to 
he maneuvering without any difficulty. 
Apparently freed 
from the elements that attempted to stay her progress of her 
record breaking trip across the Atlantic she almost gayly 
roared her way over the American capital. 
The big airship circled directly above the business heart 
of Washington as it mad? its way to pass over the White 
House. 
She was close down above the heads of the fringe of 
people on 'very roof. 
The sound of her motors thrummed 
in the streets below calling attention of passers-by who stop­ 
ped to stare up at the gigantic vessel. 
Coolidge Leaves Desk 
As the ship approached the White House President t ’ool- 
dige left his desk and went out in front of the executive 
offices to stand a moment. 
Almost unnoticed in the little 
group gathered there he stared up at the ship bare-headed, 
for a minute, then turned hack to his work room. 
Circling, after passing the White House, the craft head­ 
ed for Baltimore with a dozen airplanes roaring along side 
her. 
The ship took a turn over the navy department building 
as planes from the Naval Air Station zoomed into the air in 
greeting. 
She then sailed over Potomac park and around 
the Washington monument and bore away due North. 
At 
12:38 the ship was almost lost to sight in a high mist from 
I he center of the city. 
The big ship arrived over the capital as thousands of 
government workers were out for lunch and the streets were

The dirigible Graf Zeppelin bringing Hie first trans- 
Atlantic air passengers to the United States today was show­ 
ing them some of the cheap sights of the mid-Atlantic sea­ 
board and also satisfying the throngs who had awaited her 
coming from Friedrichhafen. 
The biggest airship of the day first passed over Ameri­ 
can ground after her long ocean voyage at about Hi o’clock 
I b is morning, near Cape Charles, the northern sentinel of 
Chesapeake Hay. 
A radio message from her said that she would pass over 
D O W N UY V ITTO Washington, Baltimore and Philadelphia and would reach

“On the other hand, where very 
young children are concerned, it is 
extremely 
hazardous. 
Of 
the 
deaths from whooping cough last 
year in Pennsylvania 98 per cent 
were to be found in children under 
the five year age. 
“It is perhaps owing to the lark 
of appreciation on the 
part o f 
fathers and mothers as to the kill­ 
ing and crippling possibilities of 
this malady that its spread is al­ 
ways so rapid. 
• 
“While it is out of the question 
to keep children from other young 
people it is quite possible, on the 
other hand, to realize that a cold 
in the young may be the forerun­ 
ner of whooping cough. 
A physi­ 
cian should therefore at once be 
consulted and the child 
be 
kept 
away from other youngsters. It is 
at this time, usually prior to di­ 
agnosis, that the disease is high­ 
ly contagious. 
Such a rule may 
seem a bit strict, but if it wrere fal­ 
lowed the whooping

dence would show a

cline. 
“Too often doctors 
and 
health 
departments do not learn of the 
case until it is well defined and the 
child, through

Even the caged bird pours out its heart in song—perhaps all the 
more so because of its being deprived of its own outdoor world. 
When you meet a happy person, do not think that he is always 
happy. 
A t that very moment he may be hiding away the deepest 
hurts— at your moment he is simply giving of his happiest self for 
the sake of happiness rtseif.
